Angeles was blocked by the posse, and |
they were believed to hayve taken to the |
open country, |

The threée bandits voarded the rear
enil of the train when it stopped at
Chatsworth at 0:50 o clock, All wore
dark masks, One earried a shotgun and
the others revolvers,

Renr Brakeman 0 T, Gundry was
compelled to elevate his vands and pre-
ede two of the men down the train,
the third standing goard at the end of
the rear coach, The men made their
way ‘calmly through the conches, gruf-|
fly nud profancly communding the men
passengers to torn over their money. |
To the women passongers they wora

between them and the front of the train
as n shiell,

The parlor car offered the most re
munerative field, for 30 men were cou-
grognted theps. All of these disgorged
thir money, Many of the women in the
enr, terrilied, offered their jewels, but
the robbers took nothing but monaey,

News of the holdup had spread rapio
Iy throngh toe long train, and by the
time the robbers hnd passed through
n dining ear that divided the train in
the middle, the lorward conches were
Taking nlurm, the pair
dropped  fram the tradn as it slowed
down at Hewitt, the thind man joining
thom from the rear platform,

Trainmen at once telegeaphed news

Varying reports wore mnde regarding
the amoupnt of money stolen, sud sev.
